3. Bernard Shaw Says the Clamor About. 


It Is All Nonsense. 


In a letter to the editor of the London 


Chronicle G. Bernard Shaw writes: 


I 'should have thought, now that we~ 


have an academy of letters, that it might 
rescue ns from the gentlemen who occa- 
sionally write to yon to explain how 
English should be written.^ Somo time 
ago yon let loose an . unhappy oreature 
to whom some competent person had 
Tncantionsly pointed out. a common 
blunder in the use of "and which.'.'. 
Not understanding the matter, he began 
accusing every writer in whose works 
he conld disoovor "and which" of 
writing bad English. With yonr per- 
mission, I have extinguished him, and 
he has not. since been heard of. Thero 
was some, excuse for that poor wretch, 
because there unquestionable is a wrong 
wny of using "and \vhich," but for tba 
"split infinitive" pest there is no excnsu 
at all. There is nothing whatever to 
mislead'him'except Ms own nature. It' 
any man were to object to .a split indic- 
ative such as "I greatly regret," or 
a split subjunctive such as "I should 
greatly prefer," or a split imperative 
such as "come slowly op," what news- 
paper would waste an inch of space on 
.his foolish ignorance? And yet this splif 
infinitive nonsense is taken quite seri- 
ously by editors who are sufficiently 
good writers to repeatedly USB it them- 
selves. 


The infinitive ia n mood in -which the 


position of tho adverb cannot possibly 
produce ambiguity; consequently the 
order of tho -wordj ia not a matter of 
grammar," but of style, of •which the ear 
is the only arbiter. The ear often de- 
mands tho spljt infinitive and will have 
it iu spite of all tho silly people who do 
not know what style means. 


When these infinite insects are dis- 


posed of, you will uo doubt be attacked 
in due course by the even ^more impn- 
3cnt impostors who, though they pro- 
nounce the word "color" so as to rhyme 
with "duller," aud never hear it aud 
cover have heard it and never will hear 
it pronounced iu any other way, from 
time to time pratend to be shocked 
when it is spelt without a "u." I trust 
you will always insist on these nni- 
-sanoes definitely stating whether they 
•pronotfriberit-6r'".hohor" or "neighbor1' 
or "favor" or "behavior" so as to 
rhyme' with-"otir" or "poor," as the 
.case may be, or whether they are merely 
bogus etymologists—century 
bfilated

A UBEAT MISTAKE. 


Congressman John F. Lacey of Iowa 


Tlslted Ohickamanga last week and 
upon his return to Washington said 
"There are 46,000 troops at Ohioka 
manga, of whom only 16,000 are armei 
and equipped for service. Men mount 
guard with sticks as weapons andt.be 
greatest complaint is made mrainRk t.h* 
Ordnanoe Department. 
Though the 


arsenals are stored with sons the men 
are not supplied with the necessary 
arms. For two mouths there baa been 
no target practice by those who have 
arms, because they have not been sup- 
plied with ammunition." 


Th* JOUBNAL published the above 


and stated, as further proof of the in- 
efficiency of those whose duty it is to 
provide for the troops, that the Nevada 
Volnnteer Cavalry were ordered to 
Cheyenne and upon arrival there Gap 
tain Linsoott bad to purchase blankets 
for th» men upon the credit of the 
State, as the Government had failed to 
do SO. As Congress had made ample 
appropriation for the purchase of sop- 
plies for the volunteers, the fact th»t 
the Nevada troops were not provided 
for was evidently due to the careless- 
aess or inefficiency of officials. The 
JOUBNAL further stated that the Ne- 
vada troops were taken ftomBenoto 
Cheyenne and from Cheyenne bsck to 
Reno aud that the cost of transporta- 
tion would doubtless pay for a Col- 
onel's uniform and several pairs of 
blankets for each man in the troop. 


The Gazette, feeling that it had to say 


something, charged the JUDBNAL wit!) 
being unpatriotic for stating plain un- 
deniable facts. It did not deny the 
statements made by Congressman La- 
O3T, who is a gold Republican, and, of 
course, the Gazette would not know- 
ingly or intentionally intimate thai 
anybody who advocated the single gold 
standard could be unpatriotic. It could 
not refute the indisputable fact that 
the Nevada Cavalry were taken to 
Cheyenne and b»ck, «o tUnt all it uoalu 
•ay was to accuse the JOURNAL of lack 
of patriotism for publishing what a 
BepnbllcBD Congressman said of the 
condition of the troops at Uhloka- 
maoga and that the Nevada Cavalry 
bad been taken to Cbeyenne and back 
doubtless to benefit railroad companies 
and bad not 
been supplied with 


blankets, probably because a favorite 
contractor did not have any on hand tit 
the time. 


The Qaietle shonld remember that 


martial law does not pievail in the 
United States and that it is not un- 
patriotic for the press to direct atten- 
tion to the inefficiency and favoritism 
of officials, eivil or military. It evi- 
<)ently confounds paitisanism with 
patriotism and imagines that because 
it sees nothing wrong in the adminis- 
tration of public affairs it is intensely

THE SPANISH FLKKT. 


The Spanish (Cadiz) fleet has sailed 


ap the Mediterranean and is now at 
Port Said at the entrance of the Suez 
Canal. It is given out that this fleet 
is on its way to Manila, Chough it h*s 
not asked for coal at Po:-;i Said and ha) 
not entered the canal. It is generally 
believed that this movement of the 
Spanish .fleet is for deceptive purposes 
only- It cannot bops to contend sao- 
OMsfally with Admiral Dewey'g fleet 
»t Manila which has been reinforced 
with the cruiser Charleston and the 
monitors Monterey and Monadnock, 
from San Francisco. It may be a rose 
OB the part of the Spaniards to draw a 
part of Sampson's aud Sobley's fleets 
from Cnbr. and give Oervera opportun- 
ity to get a part of his fleet ont ot San- 
tiago barber. 


Bnt whatever the purpose of the Span- 


lards may have been in sending the 
Cadis fleet, which is the only fleet now 
owned by Spain, outside of Santiago 
dt Cuba harbor, the United States pur- 
poses taking advantage of its depart- 
on from the coast of Spain. It is 
stated that several war vessels will be 
dispatched to bombard the coast cities 
of Spain and thus bring the war to a 
speedy close. 


Intelligent Spaniards fully under- 


stand the hopelessness of their cause. 
They know that protracting the war i* 
doing them no good, bat they are 
afraid if they quit it will cause K revo- 
lution at home. The appearance of aa 
American fleet off Cadiz might brin? 
all th<; rlvtil factions to their senses 
and ge<, them to realize the folly of pro- 
longing the war. In iwo ivt-tk* or less 
tbe Oregon can be sending peace per- 
suaders in tbe shape of ten-inch nhtilU 
right in among the haugbty Dons and 
thus convince them that Uncle Sam 
oanuot only take Cuba, bufc Spain ai^o 
if be makes up.big inincTto do go.

To Prevent Iron Brat. 


Among tbe new and nseiul metallur- 


gical processes of note the San Francis- 
co Scientific Press speaks of one by 
which iron may be effectively protected 
from rest. In this a solution of ferrocy- 
Anide is mixed with a flaieeed varnish, 
to which has been added a small quan- 
tity of turpentine or benzol. The evap- 
oration of tbe alcohol leaves the fiazseed 
varnieb, •which forms a coat and pro- 
tects tbe cyanide of iron, the same being 
deposited npon the metal by tbe use of 
tbe ferrocyanide, the only preparation 
required by iron for such treatment be- 
ing tbe removal of any rnst that may 
bave formed on it not admitting of tho 
action of sncb a solution. Another proc- 
ess of interest to •workers in metallurgy 
is that of substituting the use of rann- 
gnnese for German silver, the different 
metals and tbeir proportions being as 
follows: Copper, 67.25 per cent; man- 
ganese, 18.60 per cent; zinc, 18 per 
cent; aluminium, 1.25 per cent, tbe 
color of this metal closely resembling 
German silver, being also folly as 
strong as tbe best quality of tbe latter 
and possessing superior adaptation for 
casting.
